RIMARILY, The Temple is a coamie organie centre, the eonstituent 
parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity.

The more enlightened classes of the present age are naturally 
interested in the important question now bheing presented to the 
religious world, ©Shall Christianity dominate the human race in the 
ſuture, or shall that race he permitted to lapse into bharharism as a 
result of the action of the terrific forces of opposition now set free 7” 

In making use of the term Christianity I shall use 1t in a much 
broader sense than is generally the case with those who entitle 
themselves Christians. 

As used by the Initiates of the Great White Brotherhood, the 
term Christianity would denote the helief of the earnest seeker after 
the truths taught hy each one of the great souls—the Christs, who 
have incarnate upon the earth, at different periods of time, for the 
purpose of teachinz and regenerating a fallen race, to which they 
had been karmically attracted. 

The fundamental truths as expressed by each one of the Buddhis 
and Avatars of the human race have ever heen the same whatever 
the Nation or the language in which they were expressed. They 
may be found in the Upanishads, the Vedas, the Commandments 
of Moses, as well as in the Teachings of Jesus, Confucius. and 
others, and, in fact, may all he summed up in the famihar words 
*Love one another, for love 1s the fulfilling of the law.” 

The momentous query now heing put to all well recognized 
religious bodies can only he truly and satisfactorily answered as 
the individual members of these various bodies adapt the spirit of 
Christianity in the Solving of every problem which may arise as a 
result of the efforts being made to adjust differences and combine 
for a definite purpose. Only by so doing can they become able to 
meet and neutralize or to destroy the forces of opposition now 
rampant in every part of the world, forces which will hecome more 
active as the cycle advances. 

There 1s good reason for the anxiety now being felt by many 
in respect to the threats made by one class of people against another 
class. They are the natural protest against man s inhumanity to 
man, and the malignant forces which have been active in the latter 
half of the century are now heing gathered into a stream which 158 
ruthlessly sweeping over the world striving to destrov all rehig1on, 
and thereby striking at the very root of civilization. 

The question now 1s, **Can Christianity stem the current of that 


Stream and guide the stream into a safe outlet *. 
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During the latter part of every great age the efforts of the forces 
of oppoxition are always directed toward the de<truction of torm 
and the disintegration of mass. Unfortunately 1t 1= not only forms 
Ot Iross Marter that have been or are hems (le<tre p\ ed] <0 ruthlessly 
at the present time, but the far more important 1iAJeal forms which 
make for higher evolution. 

There can be no expres<10n of hte without torm. Destrov a 
form and vou drive out the elemental souls of which the torm 1s an 
eXPresSIOn. 

Religious forms and ceremonies, 1f wrongly used. may become 
traps for unwary feet, but 1t is not the form 1tselft that 1s the trap, 1t 
is the betraval of the elemental <ouls therein, therehv breaking the 
H1ierarchal lines the umts of which have created those hnes which 
must eventually bind all living creatures and people into one har- 
monious whole. | 

The efforts now being put forth to comhine all orthodox and 
unorthodox rehg1ous bodies for the stemming of the tide of irrehg1on 
may do much m that line, but <such efforts will be greatly nullified 
until there can be a recognition of and a return to the ancient form 
of rehg10n, a patriarchal form, under which the Masters and Adepts 
of the Great \White Brotherhood have always hved and ruled them- 
<&elves under Hierarchal guidance. 

So far as the masses of mankind are concerned, the Hierarchal 
line was broken in the earlv ages of the present Manvantara. and 
there never. has been peace im the world simce that time, nor will 
there he peace until 1t 1s re-e<tablished. 

The originators of the present plan for combining religious bodies 
have come to a realization of the 1imminence of the dangers con- 
fronting the present race, dangers to body as well as soul, as a result 
of the tide of irrehg1on, but they are not wholly alive to the difh- 
culties in the way of overcoming the differences of opinion which 
originally established Sectarianism. 

Cnless a common ground can be establiched whereby belief in a 
Supreme Þeing 1s the one essential and the necessity for the main- 
tenance of Law and Order recognized by all, there can be no poss1- 
bility ot continuing such an organization as 1s proposed. Only by 
fulfilling the law of Love would it be possthle to overcome the 
prejudices which now ex1st between different religious bodies and 
thus open the wav tor umted action. 


[t 15 acknowledged by all behevers in Christ, that the Brother- 


hood of Man 1s a fact, and 1t 1s generally heli-ved that the salvation 
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or higher evolution of the individual man rests on his righteous 
treatment of his fellow men. These beliefs are based on 1rrefutable 
truths. 

The unsatisfhed longing of the human Soul for all that 1s em- 
braced in his 1deal of a Supreme Being; has driven him into many 
hells of his own making. It 1s no more possthle for him to satisfy 
that longing while he 1s at enmity with another human being than 
it would be to satisfy his physical hunger with-a stone, yet in every 
country of this world man 1s cultivating hatred, enmity and cruelty 
toward some man or men, and in many instances belheving he 1s 
doing God Service. 

Everywhere vou hear of the decline of Christiamity, when, in 
fact, real Christianity has ex1sted nowhere but in the higher orders 
of the Great White Brotherhood for ages, save in comparatively tew 
individual instances where a man or woman 1s a COnsCtous or an 
unconsc1ious d1sciple of one of those Orders. The germ of Christian- 
ity ex1sts in every human $oul, but it must be fructifhed and culti- 
vated by love and by understanding of the problems of other souls 
than 1ts own, 1f there 1s to he a form of Christianitv determined 
whereby the re-establishing of the afore-mentioned Hierarchal line 
may be accomplished and thus do away with+*the causes for con- 
tention, by placing in positions of power those who are spiritually 
htted for the exercise of power. 

[t requires the trained Occultist to teach the philosophy of these 
vital truths. The psendo Occultist who attempts to teach them 
while denying their reality and virtue by his actions toward others 
1s a menace to the race. 

This brings me to your responsthility. in the matter of the atore- 
mentioned combination of rehgious bodies. You have not the excuse 
of ignorance if vou are unable to teach by precept and example 
the vital truths which have heen $0 generously taught you. Every 
harsh criticism of another, every wilful misunderstanding of the 
motives and problems of vour fellow «1sciples renders you $0 
much the less capable of playing the part ass1gned to you 1n the 
present world tragedy, for you must do that part as a body. 1t at 
all, and it is well worth your time and effort to hear this constantly 
1n mind. 

Strive to realize more perfectly that as a body the memhers of 
the Temple collectively as well as individually are one in God, and 
if Occultisn—Christianity—1s to be established with suffticient power 
as a result of a combined effort by all who are truly Christians, 2. e., 
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believers in the Christos, you will have to do your part to make that 
bodv a capable and efficient instrument or you will tail im the tes! 
that von are facing. 

So long as a man or a hody of men continue to narrow the d1yme 
deal of Christianitv and refuse to apply the basie truths of that 
[deal to their personal as well as their collective problems, the forces 

* oppoxsition will destroy every form of religion they create ; and 
this will be done. as it has been done in the past. in accordance with 
Divine law, for the ideal form in the mind of God 1s pertect 1n every 
letail and God will accept: nothing less than perfection as a hinality. 

As the basic truths of Occultism and those oft Christianity are 
the ame, the accepted disciples of the Masters are more responsthle 
for the right presentation of those truths than are memhers ot the 
varions sects who have not had the same advantages, or the oppor- 
tunities for demonstrating the verity of those basic truths. They 
can never he proven by force; and egotistic claims to knowledge 
that are not demonstrahle have driven many carnest 1nquirers into 
Atheism. Revelation of the action of the interior laws of hte and 
their relation to the laws of the phys1cal plane 1s most important, and 
it 18 onlv the well advanced Occultist who 1s prepared to reveal these 
creat verities. 

ach one of your number must conscientiously determine his 
poStion on one. Side or the other of the path in the great 
trial by fire that 1s now on the human race. It 1s imperative that 
vou take a stand for the salvation of the relig1o0n of the Christ re- 
zardless oft individual differences. Is there to he one vast harmon- 
10us movement toward true Civilization, or must there he rapiq 
Jlestruction of all forms which have hitherto been huilt to that end ? 
1Ihis 1s the most important and momentous question of the prexent 
age, and 1t can only be rightly answered from the religious point

SOCIAL SCIENCE. 
SOCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


The advances made by science and imvention are <0 great as to 
battle the rnagination m trying to understand them and entirely 
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baffle the memory 1n trying to enumerate them. The advances made 
by social intelligence. are almost neghg1hle. 

This 1s not at all derogatory to the scientific intelligence. The 
development of that scientific mind has been the supreme_ achtieve- 
ment of the nineteenth and early twentieth centuries. Without it, 
the development of the social mind, the supreme achievement which 
lies before us, would have been imposstble. The flowering of the 
human mind in invention shows, as nothing else, its God-like char- 
acter. It has shown that the human mind can create, can master 
nature, can organize its effort, can produce vastly more than human- 
ity can ever have need for; all of which qualities are evidenced 
by nature around us every day, and all of which were necessary 
in training humanity in the use of the hudding and nascent Social! 
SCNSEC. 

To take just two of the devices now 1n operation 1n modern 
business houses—the Hollerith accounting machines and the Bur- 
roughs book-keeping and calculating machine. With the Hollerith 
machines the Southern Pacihc R. R. Co. 1s able to keep account of 
all the freight transactions of all its depots and accurately to hook- 
keep them with the labor of a few boys at $45 to $60 a month, and 
a few girls at less money than that. Apart from the machines, 1t 
would take five times the floor space, and a corps of highly paid 
expert hookkeepers to keep these accounts. In what wav have the 
bookkeeping and clerical fraternity henefitted by this invention ? 
The clerks have not benefitted at all. Hundreds of expert hook- 
keepers have their places taken by thirtv-dollar-a-month girls. Do 
the girls henefit- Not at all. They work eight hours a day for 
wages which. will not keep them unless they hve at home and are 
partly supported by their parents. Their chances of marriage are 
reduced by the Hollerith machine hecause they have taken the 
places of the men who would have married them. Has the machine 
henefitted the workers who make it? They work ten hours a day 
for the usual subsistence wage. What has the machine done 7 

The Hollerith and the Burroughs machines have enabled certam 
persons who own <stock in them to hve without doing any useful 
work. Is this an advantage to these folk? No, it 1s not; it 1s a 
much to he deplored disadvantage. In: what way, then, has the 
racial mind which possessed <cientific intelligence enongh to invent 
these two wonderful machines shown any social intelligence? That 
question 1s for society to answer. 

In the meantime another flaw in our social organization leaves 
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our inventors out in the cold. Very seldom do inventors get 
anvthing out of their work. Even the oft-quoted Edison has never 
heen out of the law courts in forty years defending his titles. Many 
of his patents have been filched away, and in foreign countries 
hundreds of patents of his and other Americans are s1mply exploited 
without a scintilla of recognition of any kind. 

In a book recently publiched by the Burroughs people they 
Showed how a banking firm had profited bv introducing the account- 
ing machine. Four girls had previously worked on the hooks from 
eight in the morning till five at night. After the introduction of 
the Burroughs machine three- girls were able to do the work by 
two o'clock in_the afternoon, leaving,” as the Burroughs people 
point out, *plenty of time for other work.” 

Flere is where we are $short on social intelligence. One girl 
Joins the ranks of the unemployed; the other three work just as 
long for the same or less pay. Ihe smaller pay comes as $00nNn as 
the employer finds out that almost any kind of a girl can run the 
machine. When we acquire social intellitence that machine will not 
throw girls out of work, but will shorten: their hours ; 1t will not lower 
wages, it will raise them. Until that time comes the marvelous work 
of inventors 1s not a <octal work at all, but a purely imtellectual and 
SClentific exercise. 

In what way does social intell:gence show 1tself 7 A good answer 
to this question 1s found in the *Outlook” for August 9, page 865, 
in an article on co-operation in Puyallup, \Washington. A man up 
there has social intelligence, and has organized the fruit growers $0 
that they get much more for their produce, and pay much less for 
their- goods. Thus the people who do the work are directly hene- 
fitted. They derive financial advantage from scientific intelligence 
and still go on working. This man, Paulhamus by name, should be 
watched. He will be heard from as the social intelligence of the 
nation grows. Every *Artisan” reader should read this article 
in the *Outlook.” 

The opposite of this social intelligence 1s found delineated in the 
*Saturday Evening Pot” stories, entitled, * This 1s the Life. Here 
we have a few hundred people, possthly as many as there are in the 
co-operative society in Puyallup, who have unlimited wealth. This 
wealth thev gather in from stocks in Burroughs Adding Machines, 
Edison stock, Hollerith stock, stock in the Fruit Trust that buys 
farmers produce, and stock in what not. These people do not 
henefit us; they are not happy ; they «do not <et us a good, hut rather 
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a fearfullv vicious example: their intelligence. s0 far from heimg

After the war <ocial intelligence will «develop rapidly. I.et no 
one impress vou with that nonsense about, *Oh, the war has set back 
Drogress a hundred vear=! Tt has set progress on a hundred vears. 
The shedding of blood] is a <acrifice. Out of this great sacrifhce 
vill arisxe that lat and long-awaited human quality—social 
ntelhgence.
